MESSAGE : 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 


And ot the House of.ltepresentatives : 


IF the enjoyment, in profusion, 


of the bounties of Providence, forms a 
suitable subject of mutual gratulation 
and grateful acknowledgment, we are 
admonished at this return of the season, 
when the Representatives of the Nation 
are assembled to deliberate upon their 
concerns, to offer up the tribute offer- 
vent and grateful hearts, for the never- 
failing mercies of Him who ruleth over 
all. 
He has again favored us with 


healthful seasons Sc abundant harvests. 
He has sustained us in peace with for- 
eign countries, and in tranquility within 
our borders. He has preserved us in 
the quiet and undisturbed possession of 
ciul and religious liberty. 
He has 


crowned the year -with his goodness, 
'imposing on us no other conditions than 
of improving for our own happiness the 
blessings bestowed by his .hands, and, 
in the fruition of all his favors, of de\o- 
ting the faculties w'th which we have 
been endowed by Him, to His glory, & 
to our own temporal Sc eternal welfare. 


In the relations of our Federal Union 


with our brethren of the human race, 
the changes which have occurred since^ 
the close of your last session, have gen- 
erally tended to the preservation of 
Peace, and to the cultivation of harmo- 
ny. 
Before your last separation, a war 


had unhappily been kindled between the 
Empire of Russia, one of those with 
which our intercourse has been no other 
than a constant exchange of good offi- 
ces, and that of the Ottoman Porte, a 
nation from which geographical dis- 
tance, religious opinions, and maxims 
of government on their part, little'sult- 
ed to. the formation of those bonds of 
mutual benevolence which result from 
the benefits of commerce, had kept us 
in a state, perhaps too much prolonged, 
of coldness and alienation. 
The exten- 


sive, fertile'and populous dominions of 
the Sultan,_belong rather to the Asiatic, 
than the European, division of the hu- 
man family- They enter but partially 
into the system of Europe; nor have 
theirtvars with Russia and Austria, the 
European States upon which they bor- 
der, for more than a century past, dis- 
turbed the pacific relations of those 
States with the other Great Powers of 
Europe. 
Neither France, nor Prussia, 


nor G. Britain, have ever taken a part 
in them ; nor is It to be expected they 
will at this time. 
Thr declaration of 


war by Russia has received the appro- 
bation or acquiescence of her allies, and 
we may indulge the hope, that Its pro- 
gress and termination will be. signalized 
by the moderation and forbearance, no 
less than by the energy of the Emperor 
Nicholas, and that It will afford the op- 
portunity for such collateral agency in 
behalf of-he suffering Greeks, as will 
srcure to them ultimately the triumph 
of humanity and of freedom. 


The state of our particular relations 


with France, has scarcely varied in the 
course of the present year. The com- 
mercial Intercourse between the*two 
countries, has continued to increase for 
the mutual benefit of both. The claims 
of indemnity to numbers of our fellow- 
citizens, for depredations upon their 
properly heretofore committed, during- 
the Revolutionary Governments, still 
remain unadjusted, and still form the ; 
subject of earnest representation and : 
remonstrance. 
Recent ad--ices from | 


the Minister of the U. States at Paris,; 
encourage ihe expectation, that the ap- j 
peal to the justice of the French Gov- i 
crnment wiJl ere long receive a favora- i 
b»e consideration. 
; 


The last friendly expedient has been 
: 


resorted to, for the decision of the COB-

trovers}' with Great Britain, relating to j 
the North Eastern boundary of ihe U. 
States. By an agreement v, hh the 13ri- ! 
li»h Government, carrying Into effect 
the provisions of the 5th article of the 
Treaty of Ghent, and the Convention of 


Sept. 3827, His Majesty the King

Our commercial relations with Great 


Britain will deserve the very serious 
consideration of Congress, and the ex- 
ercise of a conciliatory and forbearing 
spirit in thepolicy of both governments. 
The state of them has been materially 
changed by the act of Congress passed 
at their last session, in alteration of 
the several acts imposing duties on im- 
ports, and by acts of a more recent 
date of the British Parliament. 
The 


effect of the interdiction of direct trade, 
commenced by Great Britain, now re- 
ciprocated by the United States, has 
been, as was to be foreseen, only to sub- 
stitute different channels for an ex- 
change of commodities indispensable to 
the Colonies, and profitable to a nume- 
rous class of_our fellow citizens. 
The 


exports, the revenue, the navigation of 
the United States,- have suffered no 
diminution by our exclusion from di- 
rect access to the British Colonies.— 
The Colonies puy more dearly for the 
necessaries of life, which the govern- 
-mi-nt burdens with the" charge of dou- 
ble voyages, freight, insurance and 
commission, and the profits of our ex- 
ports are somewhatimpuired, and more 
injuriously transferred from one por- 
tion of our citizens to another. 
The 


resumption of this old and otherwise 
exploded system of Colonial exclusion, 
has not secured to the shipping interest 
of.Great Britain the relief which, at the 
expense of the distant Colonies, and of 
the United States, it was expected to af- 
ford. 
Other measures have been re sor- 


ed to, more pointedly bearing upon the 
navigation"of the U. States, and which, 
unless modified by the construction 
given to the recent acts of Parliament, 
will be manifestly incompatible with 
the positive stipulations of the commer- 
cial con'-ention existing between the 
two countries. That convention, how- 
ever, may be terminated with twelve 
months notice, at the option of either 
party. 


A treaty of Amity, Navigation, and 


The colonial system, by which this 


whole hemisphere was bound, has fal- 
len into ruins. Totally abolished by 
revolutions, converting colonies into 
independent nations, throughout the 
two American Continents, excepting a 
portion of territory chiefly at the north- 
ern extremity of our own, and confined 
to the remnants of dominion retained by- 
Great Britain over the insular Archi- 
pelago, geographically the appendages 
of our part of the Globe. With all the 
rest we have free trade—even with the 
insular colonies of all the European 
nations, except Great Britain. 
Her 


Government had also manifested ap- 
proaches to*the adoption of a free and 
liberal intercourse between her colonies 
and other nations, though, by a sudden 
and scarcely explained revulsion, the 
spirit of exclusion has been revived for 
operation upon the United States alone. 


The conclusion ot" our last Treaty of 


peace with Great Britain was shortly 
afterwards followed by a commercial 
Convention, placing the direct inter- 
course between ihe two countries upon 
a footing of more equal reciprocity than 
had ever before been admitted. 
The 


same principle has since been much 
farther extended by treatieswithFrance, 
Sweden, Denmark, the Hanseatic Ci- 
ties, Prussia in Europe, and v ith the 
Republics oi Colombia, and of Central 
America, in this hemisphere. 
The 


mutual abolition of discriminating du- 
ties and charges, upon the navigation 
and commercial intercourse between the 
parties, is the general' maxim which 
characterises them all. There is reason 
to expect that it will,'at no distant peri- 
od, be adopted by other nations, both 
of Europe and America, and to hope 
that, by its universal prevalence, one of 
the fruitful sources of 
commercial 


competition will be extinguished. 


Among the nations uponjwhom our 


citizens had long pending claims of 
indemnity for depredations upon their 
properly, during a period when the 


commerce, between the U. States and rights of neutral commerce v. ere disre- 
His Majesty "the Emperor of Austria, 
King of Hungary and Bohemia, has 
been prepared for signature by the Sec- 
retary of State, and by-the Baron de 
Lederer, intrusted with full powers 
of the Austrian Government. 
Inde- 


pendently of the new and friendly rela- 
tions which may be thus commenced 
with one of the most eminent and pow- 
erful nations of the earth, the occasion 
has been taken in it, as in other recent 
Treaties concluded by the U. States, 
to extend those principles of liberal in- 
tercourse and of fair reciprocity, which 
intertwine with the exchanges of com- 
merce the principles of justice, and 
the feelings of mutual benevolence.— 
This system first proclaimed to the 
world in the first commercial Treaty 
e\ er concluded by the U. States, that of 
6th February, 1778, with France, has 
been invariably the cherished policy of 
our Union. It is by treaties of com- 
merce alone that it can be made ulti- 
mately to prevail as the established 
svstem of all civilized nations.—With

were, soon after the events occurred, 
the subject of a special mission from 
the U. States, at the close of which the 
assurance was given by his Danish Ma- 
jesty, that, at a period of more tranqui- 
lity, and of less distress, they would he 
considered, examined, &. decided upon, 
iu a spirit of determined purpose for 
the dispensation of justice.

much pleasure in informing Congress, 
that the fulfilment of this Tionorable 
promise is now in progress ; that a 
small portion of the claims-has already 
been settled to the satisfaction of the 
claimants ; and that we have reason to 
hope that the remainder will shortly be 
placed in a train of equitable adjust- 
ment. This result has always been con- 
fidently expected from the character of 
personal integrity, and of bene\olence, 
which the Sovereign of the Danish Do- 
minions has, through every vicissitude 
of fortune, maintained.

The'expenditures of 


the year may probably amount to §25,- 
637,5! 1 63; and leave in the Treasury on 
1st Jan. next, the sum of 55,125,638 14. 
, The receipts of the present year have 
amounted to vnear two millions more 
than was anticipated at the. commence- 
ment of the last session of Congress. 


The amount of duties secured on im- 


portations, from 1st Jan. to 30th Sept. 
\vas about 322,997,000, and that of the 
estimated accruing revenue is 5,000,000, 
leaving ans aggregate for the year of 
near 28 millions. This is one million 
more than the estimate made last Dec. 
for the accruing revenue of the present 
year, which, with allowances for draw- 
backs and contingent deiicicnccs, was 
expected to produce an actual revenue 
of 822,500,000. 
Had these only been 


realised, the expenditures of the year 
would have also been proportionally 
reduced. For, of these 24 millions re- 
ceived, upwards of 9 millions have been 
applied to the extinction of public debt 
bearing an interest of 6 per cent, a year, 
and of course reducing the burden of 
interest unnually payable in future, by 
the amount of more than half a million. 
,Thc"payments on account of interest, 
din-ing the current year, exceed 3 mil- 
lions of dollars ; presenting an aggre- 
gate of 12 millions applied during the 
year to the discharge of the public 
debt, the whole of which remaining due 
on the 1st of Jan. next, will amount only 
to g58,362.135 78. 


That the revenue of the ensuing year 


will not fall short of that received in 
the one now expiring, there are indica- 
tions which can scarcely prove decep- 
fn e. In our country, an uniform expe- 
rience of forty years has shown that 
whatever the tariff of duties upon arti- 
cles Imported from abroad has been, 
the amount of importations has always 
borne an average value nearly ap- 
proaching to that of the exports, though 
occasionally differing in the balance, 
sometimes being jnore, and sometimes 
less. It is, indeed, a general law of 
prosperous commerce, that the real 
value of exports should, by a small, 
and only a small balance, exceed that of 
imports, that balance being a perma- 
nent addition to the wealth of the na- 
tion. 
The extent of the prosperous 


commerce oj'the nation must be regula- 
ted by the amount of its exports ; and 
an important addition lo the value of 
these will draw after it a corresponding 
increase of importations. 
It has hap- 


pened, In the vicissitudes of the sea- 
sons, that the harvests of all Europe 
have, in the late summer or autumn, 
fallen short of their usual average. A 
relaxation of the Interdict upon the im- 
portation ofjgrain and flour from a- 
broad has ensued ; a propitious market 
has been opened to the granaries of our 
country : ancl/a]new prospect of reward 
presented to the labors'of the husband- 
inan. which, for several years, has been 
denied. This accession to the profits 
of agriculture in the middle and wes- 
tern portions of our Union is accidental 
and temporary. It may continue only 
for a single year. It may be, as has 
been experienced in the revolutions of 
time, but the first of several scanty har- 
vests in succession.

It certain, that for the approachjngycar, 
It has added an Item oflarge amount to ] 
the value of our exports, and thai It will 
produce a corresponding Increase of 3 
Importations.

1 his new element of prosperity to 


thu part of our agricultural Industry 
which Is occupied In producing the 
first article of human subsistence- Is of 
the most cheering character lo the feel- 
Ings of patriotism. Proceeding from a 
cause which humanity •will view with 
concern, the suflcringi of ^scarcity in 
distant lands, it yidd.s a consolatory re- 
flection, that this scarcity Is In no res- 
pect attributable >o u->: That It comes 
from ihe d:spc;is«t)033 of Him \v3jo or- 
dains all In wisdom and goodness, and 
%vho permits e^Il ItMilf only as an instru- 
ment of good: That, far from con- 
tributing 10 this scarcity, our agency 
will be applied only to the alleviation 
oi its severit)', and that In pouring forih 
from the abundance of ourov.n garners, 
T^f c«pplk< -,v]jich will partially restore

plenty to those who are in need, we 
shall ourselves reduce our stores and 
add to the price of our own bread, so as 
in some degree to participate in the 
wants which it will be the good fortune 
of our country to relieve.

The greatinterests of an agricultural, 


commercial, and manufacturing nation, 
are so linked in union together, that no 
permanent cause of^ prosperity to one 
of them can operate without extending 
its influence to the others. AH these 
interests are alike under the protective 
power of the legislative authority : and 
the duties of the representative bodies 
are to conciliate them in harmony to- 
gether. So far as the object of taxa- 
tion is to raise a revenue for dischar- 
ging the debts, and defraying, the ex- 
penses of the community, it should;as 
much as possible suit the burden with 
equal hand upon all, in proportion with 
their ability of bearing^ it without op- 
pression. 
JBut the legislation of.one 


nation is sometimes intentionally made 
to bear heavily upon the'interests of a- 
nother. That legislation, adapted as 
it is meant to be, to the special-interests 
of its own people, will often press most 
unequally upon the several component 
interests of its neighbors. ' Thus, the 
legislation of G. Britain, when, as has 


• recently been avowed, adapted to the 
depression<of a rival nation, wilLnatu- 
rally abound with regulations of-inter- 
dict upon the productions of the soil or 
industry of the other \vhich__cpine'in 
competition with its own; and will pre-. 
sent encouragement, 
perhaps even 


bounty, to the raw material of the oth- 
er State, which it cannot produce itself, 
and which is essential for the use of its 
manufactures, competitors in the mar- 
kets of the world with those of its com- 
mercial rival. 
Such is the state of the 


commercial legislation of G.Britain, as 
it bears upon our interests.- It excludes 
with interdictive dudes, all importation 
(except in time of approaching famine) 
of the great staple productions of our 
Middle and Western Slates:.it-pro- 
scribes, with equal-rigor, the bulkier 
lumber and live stock of the same;por- 
tion, and also of the Northern and Eas- 
tern part ot our Union. 
It refuses^even 


the rice of the South unless aggravated 
with a charge of duty upon the North- 
ern carrier who brings it to them.—• 
But the cotton, indispensable for, their 
looms, they will receive almost, duty 
free,"to weave it into a fabric for our 
own wear, to the destruction of our 
own manufactures, which they are ena- 
bled thus to undersell. Is the self-pro- 
tecting energy of this nation so help- 
less,that there exists, in the political in- 
stitutions of our country, no power to 
counteract the bias of this foreign leg- 
islation ? that the growers of grain must 
submit to this exclusion from the for- 
eign markets of their produce ; that the 
shippers must dismantle^jtheir ships, 
the trade of the North stagnate at the 
wharves, and the manufacturers starve 
at their looms, while the whole'people 
shall pay tribute to foreign industryito 
be clad in a foreign garb ; that the Con- 
gress of the Union are impotent to res- 
tore the balance in favor of native in- 
dustry destroyed by the statutes of a- 
nother realm ? 
More just and more 


generous sentiments will, I trust, pre- 
vail. If the tariff adopted at the last 
session of Congress shall be found, by 
experience, to bear oppressively upon 
the interestSjof any one section of the 
Union, It ought to be, and I cannot 
doubt will be, so modified as to alleviate 
Its burden. Tojheivoice of just com 
plaint from any portion of their constit- 
uents, the Representatives of the States 
and People will^never turn away their 
ears. But so iong as the duty of the 
fojelgn shall operate only as a bounty 
upon the domestic article—while the 
planter, and the merchant, and the 
shepherd.,and the husbandman, shall be 
found thriving- in their occupations 
milder thr duties Imposed for the protec- 
tion of domestic manufactures, they will 
not repine at the prosperity shared with 
themselves by their fcllo'w citizens of 
other professions, nor denounce as vio- 
lations of the Constitution the delibe- 
rate acts of Congress to shield from tke 
wrongs of foreign laws the Balbe ti- 
dusiry of the Union. 


While the tariff of the last session of 


Congress was a subject of legislative 
deliberation, It ^as foretold by some of 
its opposcrs, that one of Its necessary- 
coni.txj«cjues vojiW be io impair the 
r<"vt-n«c.

THE CEDAR TREE. 


To the Editor of the American Farmer : 


SIR-; The following account, which I 


find in the Richmond Enquirer, of an 
incident which is stated, I believe, to 
have taken place in that city, discloses 
the" existence of a new and important 
property in the cedar tree. An answer 
however to the following query, which 
Ttake the liberty of proposing through 


;-the columns of your valuable paper, 


may render the discovery more com- 
plete, arid obviate a difficulty I have 
heard, started,, as to the means of turn- 
ing the accident to advantage. 
It is 


well known that there are tAVo species 
of cedar, whose qualities are so differ- 
ent, that Avhilstonemay be possessed of 
the property mentioned below, the oth- 
er. may be entirely devoid of it.

which of these kinds of cedar does the 
power of conducting the electric fluid 
belong.

~ . LIGHTNING. 


A house, occupied as a gig-maker's 


shop, was struck with lightning; it was 
built of wood and covered with pine 
slabs, and the. rafters composed of oak 
and cedar. - A cedar and oaken rafter 
were joined at the top, a cedar piece k 
oaken piece making one rafter ; and in 
putting them up, the cedar and oaken 
parts of the rafters were placed alter- 
nately on eacbuside of .the" framing. — 
When the lightning struck, it commen- 
ced at r the southern extremity of the 
building, and in every instance shiver- 
ed . the oaken parts of the rafters, and 
did not so much as leave a sign of its 
touch upon the cedar. The electric 
fluid actually skipped over every rafter 
of cedar, and rent in splinters, e\ery 
one that was of oak ; and although the 
cedar and oaken rafters were nailed to- 
gether at the top, yet, wonderful to tell, 
even the iron appeared to lose its at- 
tractive quality, and the cedar was left 
untouched, the fluid seeming to evade 
the cedar, and spend the whole of its 
•violence upon the oaken rafters, splin- 
tering them upon one side and the oth- 
er, throughout the length of the buil- 
ding-. 


It is stated in the same journal, that 


there never has been known an instance 
of a cedar tree having been struck by 
lightning. If this be true, it is an in- 
valuable discovery to ladies and gen lie- 
men who ^are nervous in a thundci 
storm.

Concerning small Notes for the payment 


of Money. 


SECT. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the Com- 
momvealth of Pennsylvania in General As- 
xembhj met, audit is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and af- 
ter the 1st day of January next, it shall 
not be lawful for any person or persons, 
or body corporate, with the intention 
to create or put into circulation, or con- 
tinue in circulation, a paper circulating 
medium, to issue, circulate, or direct- 
ly or indirectly cause to be issued or 
circulated, any note, bill, check, ticket 
or paper, purporting or evidencing, or 
intending to purport or evidence, that 
any sum less than five dollars will be 
paid to the order of any person, or to 
any person receiving or holding- such 
note, bill, check, ticket or paper, or to 
the bearer of the same, or that it will be 
received in payment of any debt or de-

mon Constitution. The legislative pow- 
er of each State is exercised by assc-m- 
blies deriving their authority from the 
' Constitution of the State. Each is sov- 
ereign within its own province. 
The 


distribution of power between them. 
presupposes that these authorities will 
-'move in harmony with each other. The 
members of the State and general Gov- 
ernments are "all under oath to support 
both, and allegiance is due to the one 
:and to the other. 
The case of a con- 


flict between-these two powers has not 
teen-supposed ; nor has any provision 
been made for it in our institutions ; as 
a virtuous nation of ancient times exist- 
ed-"more than five centuries without a 
law for the punishment of parricide. 
. More than once, however, in the pro- 
gress of our-history, have the People 
and the Legislatures of one or more 
States, Hi moments of excitement, been 
instigated to this conflict; and the means 
of effecting this impulse have been alle- 
"gatious that the acts of Congress to be 
resisted were unconstitutional. The peo- 
ple'of no one State have ever delegated 
to their Legislature the power of pro- 
nouncing an act of Congress unconsti- 
tutional ; but they have delegated to 
them ptfwers, by the exercise of which 
the execution of the laws of Congress 
within the State may be resisted. If we ; 
suppose the case of .such conflicting le- 
gislation; sustained by the correspond- 
ing Executive and Judicial authorities, 
Patriotism and Philanthropy turn their 
eyes from the condition in which the 
parties would be placed, and from that 
of the people of both, which must be 
its victims.

We have been far moi 
successful in the acquisition of theii 
lands, than in imparting to them the 
principles, or inspiring them with tht 
spirit of civilization. 
But in appro- 


priating to oui'selves their .hunting 
grounds, we have brought upon our- 
selves the obligation of providing them 
with subsistence ; and when we have 
had the rare good fortune of teaching 
them the arts of civilixatioj), and the 
doctrines of Christianity, we have un- 
expectedly found them forming, in the 
midst of ourselves, communities claim- 
ing to be independent of ours, and ri- 
vals of sovereignty within the territo- 
ries of the members ofoarUnion. This 
state of things requires that a remedy 
bhould be provided. A remedy which, 
while it shall do justice to those unfor- 
tunate children of nature, may secure 
to the members of our confederation 
their rights of sovereignty and of soil. 
As the outline of a project to that ef- 
fect, the \iews presented in the Report 
of the Secretary of War are recommen- 
ded to the consideration of Congress. 


The Report from the Kngineer De- 


partment piescnts a comprehensive 
view of the progress which has been 
m.-icle in the great systems promotive 
of the public interest, commenced and 
organized under the authority of Con- 
gress, and the effects of which have al- 
ready contributed to Ihe security, as i 
they will hereafter largely contribute 
to the honor and dignity of the nation. \ 


The first of these great systems is 


that of fortifications, commenced im- 
mediately after the close of our last 
war, 
under the salutary experience 


which the events of that war had im- 
pressed upon our countrymen ol its 
necessity. Introduced under the aus- 
pices of my immediate predecessor, it 
has been continued with the persevering

crease of mail conveyances and facili- 
ties, to the extent of nearly 800,000 
miles. 
It has been supplied by collec- 


tions from the Postmasters, of the ar- 
rearages of preceding years. 
While 


the correct principle seems to be, that 
the income levied by-the Department 
should defray all its expenses, it has 
never been the policy of this Govern- 
ment to raise from this establishment 
any revenue to be applied to any other 
purposes. The stigge.siion of the Post- 
master General, that the insurance of 
the safe transmission'of moneys by the 
mail might be assumed by the Depart- 
ment, for a moderate and-competent 
remuneration, will clesene the consid- 
eration of Congress. 


A report'from the Commissioner of 


the Public Buildings in this City, exhi- 
bits the expenditures upon them in the 
course of the current year.

by extending those columns, in inter- 
vals of ten years to the utmost bounda- 
ries of human, life.

to that already prescribed, and the re- 
sult would exhibit comparative tables 
of longevity highly interesting to the 
country. I deem it my duty further to 
observe, that much oi" the imperfec- 
tions in the returns of the last and per- 
haps of preceding enumerations pro- 
ceed from the inadequateness of the 
ompensations allowed to the Marshals, 
and their assistants in taking them. 


In closing this communication, it

Revolutionary War 


which began in 1793, lasted nine years, 
and exhibited an expenditure of 484 
millions. The war against Bonaparte 
began in 180.0, and ended in 1815. Du- 
ring those twelve years, we spent 1159 
millions; 771 of which were raised by 
taxes; 388 by loans. 
In the Revolu- 


tionary War we borrowed 201 millions; 
in the Seven Years' War, 6 millions ; 
in the Spanish War of, 1739, 29 mil- 
lions ; in the War of the Spanish suc- 
cession, 42s millions ; in the-- War of 
1688, 20 millions—total borrowed in 
the seven wars, during- 65 years, about
